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America has by far the best news coverage in the world. Our press and radio, however, must concentrate on high-speed dispatches, often omitting the great spiritual factors which motivate the 
news. And unfortunately much reporting is under the pressures of narrow provincialism and our traditional prejudices. Thus political fanaticism and self-defeating military extremism frequently 
threaten to displace sound democratic practice and a rational defense system. Between The Lines seeks to provide greater insight by presenting selected reports, research analyses, and forecasts 
drawn from the most authoritative sources. This effort is dedicated to the belief that only through the Judaic-Christian concepts of truth can we avoid the violent changes inherent in war and 
in communism and thus move forward out of the tribalism of man towards the brotherhood of the Kingdom of God. Anything less will be dangerously inadequate in the nuclear age. 





U. S. Militarism and Nazism 

In X-Ray and Forecast we have described briefly the deep cleavages 
between the U. S., Britain, France and West Germany as the disarmament 
negotiations begin. Here we mention the semi-secret U. S. military ties 
with powerful segments of surviving German nationalism in which Nazism 
still plays a large part. This whole story has been persistently suppressed 
—with the courageous exceptions we use for documentation. Yet no re- 
sponsible citizen can pretend to understand the tides that now shape his- 





tory — without these facts. 


In previous reports we presented 
considerable data on the large num- 
ber of former high-ranking Nazis in 
the new U. S. sponsored West Ger- 
man armies. The prevalence of 
German-Nazi nationalism in the 
West German armed forces appears 
even more formidable when we ex- 
amine the solid place of Nazism in 
the West German civil Government: 


(1) Hans Globke, Administrative 
Secretary and Adenauer’s closest 
Government adviser, was a high 
official in Hitler’s Ministry of the 
Interior. (2) The Adenauer Federal 
Government's Refugee Minister, 
Theodore Oberlaender, was a polit- 
ical officer with the Nazi Army’s 
celebrated Nightingale Battalion. 
(3) The Federal Property Minister is 
Hermann Lindrath who was enroll- 
ed as a Hitler storm trooper as early 
as 1934 and who became a ranking 
Nazi party member. (4) Interior 
Minister Gerhard Schroeder was a 
Hitler storm trooper in 1933 and a 
ranking Nazi party member. (The 
N. Y. Times, Jan. 23; Christian 
Science Monitor, Jan. 25). 


Even Time Magazine has said 
“Knock on any door below these 
topmost levels and a former Nazi is 
likely to answer. One in every three 
present West German members of 
Parliament were once Nazis!” Time 
added that half of all senior civil 
servants in West German ministries 
were once Nazis. At least half of 
the West German ambassadors were 
Nazi party members and about one 
third of all German judges were 
connected in some way with Hitler. 
All observers agree that this infil- 
tration of the German civil Govern- 
ment has been greatly accelerated 
by the large place which former 
Nazis have had in the U. S. spon- 
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“What Can I Do?” 

How many times does a family 
break up, a couple quarrel and get a 
divorce, children become estranged 
— because there was not a friendly 
voice or counsel available. The Jew- 
ish communities of New York City 
have long maintained a volunteer 
“court” that has handled more than 
18,000 cases of family quarrels, dis- 
putes over in-laws, property settle- 
ments, etc., which often embitter and 
divide families. This court is called 
the Jewish Conciliation Board of 
America. The head of the Concili- 
ation Board, Dr. Israel Goldstein, 
states that this court has become a 
welcome haven for decent men and 
women who suffer from misunder- 
standings, maladjustments and irri- 
tations. “They lose their perspective 
and cannot see themselves as they 
really exist. Sometimes by humor 
and heartbreak they regain a per- 
spective, through an unfamiliar 
voice and personality who listens to 
them and gives them practical ex- 
perienced, sympathetic counsel. This 
“court” has handled such _prob- 
lems as: 

e “My mother has lived with us 
for 20 years. My husband and I have 
had arguments over it every day. 
But my brothers won't take care of 
her, and I have to.” The board de- 
cided that a social worker should 
try to get the mother into a home 
for the aged, with the children all 
sharing in the cost of her care and 
dividing the responsibility for enter- 
taining her and having her with 
them for holidays. 

e “I don’t want to fight with my 
son. This is the first time we have 
had any trouble, but I can’t approve 
of what he is doing.” The board 
talked to the son, heard his side of 
the argument and explained to the

X-Ray and Foreeast 
INTEGRATION — THE NEXT STAGE 


HE Supreme Court declaration on race in 1954 focused upon a gener- 

ation of Negroes who had been nurtured in the tradition of master and 
servant, boss and lacky — the white man always addressed as “Mr.”, and 
the colored, irrespective of age or station, as George, Tom or “boy.” The 
colored people of that generation expected changes to come slowly, very 
slowly, as in the past. 

BUT A NEW GENERATION EMERGES: Those who were chil- 
dren at the time of the court’s decision are now becoming young men and 
women. Colored children who walked towards the newly integrated schools 
through the gauntlets of howling white mobs a few years ago are now big 
teen-agers and college students. They have seen their older brothers excell- 
ing in all the sports — boxing, football, basketball — and on the stage, in 
music and in the arts. 

HAVING COME TO MANHOOD with these new achievements 
and other evidences of equality accumulating around them, they have grown 
up with a swift-paced expectancy, quite different from the gentler genera- 
tion which bore them. They are especially aroused over perpetual job dis- 
crimination — which becomes intensified as more young Negroes receive 
technical and professional training. Leaders of the established Negro organ- 
izations (the National Association for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, the Southern Leadership Council, the Urban League, the Congress of 
Racial Equality) have sensed this rapidly changing mood in the new gen- 
eration of Negroes and with promptness and skill have inaugurated train- 
ing programs in Gandhian non-violence among Negro students. Practice 
sessions have been held, training courses completed, so that, when the 
wave of sit-in demonstrations began in restaurants, stores and “white only” 
waiting rooms, the operation was as smooth and efficient as a military 
maneuver. 

THE MEANING OF THE SIT-IN STRIKES in restaurants, situ- 
ated in large stores, lies in the threat of full-scale boycott, for the Negro 
trade is a vital part of the economy of most Southern communities. Such 
boycotts could wreck the South, and the whites know it. That’s why the 
fears and hates have flared so high so fast. When a few white students have 
joined the Negroes, the anger becomes explosive, the sit-in demonstrators 
are spat upon, have cigarettes snubbed out against their backs and are sub- 
jected to various physical attacks, which the demonstrators are schooled to 
meet with silent forebearance. They are instructed to remember that love 
and non-violence were the powers of Christ and Gandhi. 


THE GREATEST HAZARD: Unfortunately, these young Negroes 
staging the sit-in strikes are usually opposed by pool-room whites. The 
better class white citizens stay at home and worry. Millions of them sym- 
pathetically recognize the plight of the educated, responsible Negro but are 
powerless to do anything when the press, the politicians and the police offi- 
cials cater to the sentiments of the mob. The better class whites realize the 
key problem to be that the prejudiced whites want to keep all Negroes sub- 
merged — the educated and responsible submerged with the irresponsible 
and illiterate. And that simply can’t be done much longer. 


IN NASHVILLE, TENN., where several white and colored colleges, universities and theo- 
logical seminaries are located nearby (Vanderbilt, Peabody, Fisk, Scarritt, etc.), the cowardly 
failure of the press, together with the prejudiced action in local courts, has thrown a challenge 
into these Christian educational communities that is being bravely met by some while others 
dodge and hide. (Some 81 students were hauled into one court, two receiving fines of $100. or 
33 days in jail.) At Vanderbilt, white trustees, over faculty protests, voted to expel a young 
Negro Methodist pastor and Seminary student who was arrested for leading an orderly sit-in 
demonstration. By contrast to the Nashville situation, Durham, N. C., strengthened by North Caro- 
lina’s long tradition of tolerance, has maintained a cool and sane attitude towards demonstra- 
tions. Police there arrest whites and Negroes indiscriminately for any disorderliness; the courts 
also act against whites and Negroes without discrimination. 
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ALL OF THE VIOLENCE so far has been perpetrated by the 
whites; the Negroes, following the Gandhian teachings, have continued 
their march towards full citizenship with a Christian dignity that challenges 
white America. But what of the months ahead? The civil rights legislation 
needed to ease the tensions, and the kind Congress has been asked to pass, 
would guarantee justice in jobs, housing and voting rights — as well as 
step up school integration. But Congress is likely to settle for weak legisla- 
tion dealing in voting rights only. If so and the pressures increase, will it be 
possible to hold the younger generation of Negroes within the confines of 
Gandhian philosophy? The answer will be — how much Christianity is 
there among the whites? 





BACKDROP TO DISARMAMENT 


EHIND the disarmament negotiations and the approaching Summit 
B Conferences, several issues that are barely visible to the public have 
primary importance. Press dispatches have reported the Western allies as 
united on plans for disarmament which are being presented to the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference. We wish it were so. But the West is not united. 
The Russians, fully aware of the serious divisions between the U. S. and our 
allies over disarmament, will play upon these disagreements to Moscow’s 
advantage. The future would be more secure if the American public were 
better informed on this. Briefly, here’s the situation: 


DE GAULLE IS A CENTER OF DISCORD in disarmament and 
in the whole North Atlantic Treaty Organization. Since the French armed 
forces play almost no part in NATO defenses, France stands aside — a law 
unto herself. De Gaulle wants France to become a major atomic power be- 
fore atomic disarmament. Even Eisenhower has gotten no place with 
De Gaulle. 


THE BERLIN CRISIS IS INSEPARABLE FROM DISARMA- 
MENT because the atomic arming of West Germany is the cause of Berlin 
tensions. (The recognition of the East German Government by the U. S. 
as demanded by Khrushchev is a secondary issue.) If the U. S. did not pian 
U. S. atomic guided missiles for West Germany, there would be no Berlin 
crisis, for then the Russians would not need to put atomic guided missiles in 
East Germany — and no one would be worried about Berlin. But if mis- 
siles are introduced into West Germany and into East Germany. the U. S. 
military will use their observation posts in West Berlin, 100 miles inside the 
East zone, to keep a close watch over Russia’s defense plans in all that ad- 
vanced sector. This presents a situation which the Russian defense chiefs 
will not accept. Although the American people hear little of this, the Ber- 
lin problem will grow and become insoluable unless there is a pull-back of 
armaments. Hence Berlin is a thorn in disarmament. 

Th 





s why the Soviet Union strenuously objects to aliied planes flying above 10,000 
feet over the Berlin corridor. Above 10,000 feet, secreted U. S. aerial cameras can photograph 
about everything the Russians have in the East zone. Eisenhower's courage to countermand this 
Pentagon move helps to reduce the tensions that block disarmament. This provides rather 
weighty evidence of the Pentagon’s unpublicized opposition to any and all disarmament — an at- 
tempt to inaugurate a provocative move, known to be unacceptable to the U.$.$.R., the week 
before disarmament negotiations started. 


BRITAIN AND WEST GERMANY ARE PULLING APART 
because of the mounting fears of a rearmed Germany. The British press is 
filled with these sentiments as is some of the French press. (De Gaulle’s co- 
operative attitude towards Adenauer means little to the French people who 
have suffered so much from the Germans.) Adenauer enthusiastically co- 
operates with the U. S. in rebuilding German military might but Britain is 
dragging back and the Dutch and Belgians share British fears. The revival 
of German nationalism, which is inevitable as Germany’s armed might is 
restored by the U. S., is not only adding to the fears of the British, French, 
Dutch and Belgians, but becoming a nightmare to the people of Russia, who 
suffered 17 million dead in the last war. Because little of this is ever report- 
ed in the American press, the Russian recalcitrance in all dealings involving 
the Adenauer Government is never understood. If the British are worried 
and angry over signs of revived German armed nationalism, why not the 
Russians? The recent exposure of the West German military chiefs’ plan to 
secure secret bases in Spain stirred afresh the fear of a rearmed German 
nationalism. And the reappearance of the face of Nazism in a rearmed 
Germany is no hallucination. It is real as we have detailed in another col- 
umn in this issue. (London Express, Feb. 28: John Gate, AP, Mar. 6.) 


THE RUSSIANS WILL HAVE A BIG EDGE in disarmament 
negotiations for the simple reason that Moscow demands that all atomic 
tests stop now, that total disarmament be started immediately — something 
which frightened, overtaxed humanity understands. Meanwhile the U. S. 
negotiators present a disarmament plan that calls for separate stages which 
Chalmers Roberts, special writer on diplomatic affairs for the Washington 
Post, calls “little more than a rejuggling of past U. S. disarmament propos- 
als, loosely collected in a series of steps involving chiefly technical studies, 
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U. S. Militarism and Nazism 


sored German rearmament. Of 
course millions of Germans were 
not Nazis and many innocent Ger- 
mans were forced to do Hitler’s 
bidding. But there were many oth- 
ers who refused, and went to prison, 
which is the real point at issue. 
There has been much complaint 
among Germans that the U. S. oc- 
cupation chiefs have deliberately 
ignored thousands of able Germans, 
some of distinguished background, 
who had notable records as anti- 
Nazis. In the selection of Germans 
to aid the U. S. occupation forces, 
the record shows that too little 
attention was paid as to whether a 
German had a Hitler background or 
not. All that has been required is 
“Does he approve U. S. military 
policy and does he hate the Rus- 
sians? If so, he’s in!” 

If there was a shortage of leader- 
ship among Germans, why do we 
not use those with anti-Nazi records, 
while developing new talent? We've 
done that in the U. S. for a whole 
new electronics industry during the 
same span of years. 

Nazi_ Reincarnation? ask the 
British, French and others. What 
assurance is there that revived Ger- 
man nationalism, well fortified by 
large corps of reconditioned Nazis, 
wont again champion the century- 
old thesis of “Nordic supremacy.” 
with all that implies of military and 
political domination over Europe. 
Our allies are so torn by these 
fears it is to be questioned whether 
the full-scale rearming of Germany 
weakens or strengthens the cause 
of freedom. 

Penatgon apologists, while white- 
washing the former Nazis, reassure 
critics that the majority of the Ger- 
man people would not approve the 
revival of German nationalism. Do 
the facts support this opinion? In 
one North German community a 
former Nazi physician, once charged 
with the cruelest war crimes, was 
arrested by West German police 
after living as a respectable medical 
practitioner under a false name for 
the last eight years. Before he es- 


(continued) 


caped from an allied war prison in 
1947, this German doctor had been 
tried for playing a major role in 
Hitler’s program of “purifying” the 
German race by sadistic methods 
through the extermination of the ill 
and handicapped. 


With the revelation of the doctor’s 
Nazi background, it was brought to 
light that his true identity had been 
known all along by the presiding 
judge, by two health officials and 
several of the nurses as well as by 
the district attorney in the province 
in which his clinic had been estab- 
lished. These individuals had con- 
spired to protect his identity al- 
though they knew the nature of the 
crimes charged against him. (N. Y. 
Herald Trib., Dec. 6.) 


In the new research volume, Ger- 
many Rejoins the Powers by K. W. 
Deutsch and L. J. Edinger (Stan- 
ford Univ. Press, $6.50), additional 
documentation is provided: A sci- 
entifically conducted W. German 
poll reveals that one German in 
eight is still a hard-core Nazi in his 
prevailing attitudes, that about one 
in six of the younger Germans — 
aged 18 to 21 — may be similarly 
classified. The above groups, state 
the researchers, would welcome a 
new Nazi party. Also one voter in 
four reveals himself as an emotion- 
al supporter of the Nazis “on all 
salient points” and about one in 
three favors the Nazi position on 
specific issues, such as anti-Semi- 
tism. These findings become espe- 
cially meaningful when it is added 
that such percentages are little dif- 
ferent from attitudes prevailing 
when Hitler came to power. 


Is the new German generation 
being protected from the virus of 
fanatical nationalism? Another West 
German survey last fall revealed 
that school children had little or no 
realization of Hitler’s deeds and 
ideas. The average child when 
asked about Hitler said, “He was 
the Fuhrer who did away with un- 
employment and built the auto- 
bahnen” (the German highway sys- 
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X-Ray and Forecast 


minor cuts in manpower and conventional arms, with a third stage includ- 
ing cuts in nuclear material production . . . provided the first stage gets off 
the ground.” Against this the Russians will hammer away for complete dis- 
armament now which has great built-in propaganda advantages. The feel- 
ing among neutral diplomats and in most Western embassies is that the 
U. S. does not really want to disarm, and that Russia will gain another im- 
pressive propaganda victory out of the disarmament conferences. 


LIGHT ON CUBA 


Oe ci. Rie months ago we pointed out that the story of Egypt's strong- 
man, Gamal Nasser, was the key to understanding Fidel Castro. First 
of all, Castro idolizes Nasser. And Nasser presents a timely example of 
how a small state, long subservient to the interests of the larger powers, can 
gain freedom and strength, and how the skillful use of Russian influence 
can force concessions from the Western powers. 


AT LAST, leading American observers are beginning to see this, 
the true picture of Castro. (N. Y. Herald-Tribune, March 11.) The blind 
over-simplification of Castro as a “land-grabbing Communist” — which is 
the way much of the American press also hysterically described Nasser for 
many months — will soon be giving way to a more accurate understanding. 
It will be more generally realized that Castro’s aim is to use the Commu- 
nists and use Russia to further his own ends without letting the Commu- 
nists gain too much control. 


BEFORE LONG it should be generally accepted that Castro’s aims 
are to (1) recover Cuba’s resources from foreign control; (2) transform the 
island’s one-crop economy, which has left the people in perpetual poverty, 
into a self-sustaining balanced economy; (3) secure the backing of Russia 
and any other power to support these bold aims (Cuban emissaries have 
found considerable sympathy and financial aid — over U. S. protests — in 
Belgium, France, Italy and elsewhere); (4) make Cuba the dominant force 
in the transformation of the numerous vassal states of the Caribbean and 
Central America which are also largely controlled by foreign investments 
in fruit, oil, minerals. 


THE RUSSIANS ARE EXPLOITING every opportunity in Cuba, 
for the Kremlin has a considerable stake in Castro's regime, though Cas- 
tro is not a Red. If the situation in Cuba should deteriorate to the point 
where Washington moves towards intervention with U. S. Marines, the 
Russians would eagerly use such an event to recapture political losses they 
suffered in the suppression of the Hungarian revolt. The Kremlin could 
hold up the example of another great power that would not tolerate an un- 
friendly regime within its own defense frontiers. Furthermore, if pressed 
too hard by the U. S., Castro might accept a “security pact” with the Soviet, 
Moscow providing “military assistance” to guarantee Cuban independence 
“from outside interference,” just as the U. S. has guaranteed the inde- 
pendence of Iran, Turkey and Japan — all close to the Soviet border — 
through “mutual security pacts.” The Soviet Union could then argue effec- 
tively before world opinion that Moscow's right to make such a security 
pact is no different from Wasshington’s right to maintain similar alliances. 
The Russians could make a strong case of this for demanding that, unless 
the U. S. bases are removed from the Soviet borders, Moscow would estab- 
lish “mutual security” bases in Cuba. While the public hears little of this 
check-and-balance diplomacy, it is creating real fears in Washington. (N. Y. 
Times, Feb. 19.) 


THE CUBAN REVOLUTION MOVES ON, meanwhile, at a swift 
pace. Behind the angry headlines in the U. S. press about the confiscation 
of large estates, one of the most intensive programs of economic transfor- 
mation in history is taking place. Multimillionaire luxury estates, immense 
ranches and sugar plantations, once devoted only to grazing and sugar cane, 
are being transformed into intensively cultivated vegetable plots, dairy, 
poultry and fruit farms. 





Heretofore, much of Cuba’s basic foods have been imported. Now, an American hog 
raiser from Michigan is helping establish one of the largest hog breeding centers in the world. 
Canneries and freezing plants for processing foods are springing up. Large housing projects likewise. 


THE SUGAR HARVEST WILL SOON BE COMPLETED — 
then watch for a fresh outburst here of anti-Castro headlines. for the Castro 
dictatorship plans to seize the U. S. sugar properties. For “dictatorship” it 
is — with many abuses and injustices. But ragged people who are living 
with hope for the first time — hope for adequate food, decent homes, edu- 
cation — are not fretting about elections. Elections can come later. More- 
over, most American observers in Cuba say that if elections were held, 
Castro would win 85 to 90 per cent of the votes. (N. Y. Herald-Tribune. 
Jan. 10.) For all these reasons we may be grateful that President Eisen- 
hower and the State Dept. move with great concern and caution in dealing 
with Cuba, despite the demands of the fire-snorters. How can we expect 
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tem). The ninth grade textbook, 
used in almost all West German 
schools, disposes of the Jewish ques- 
tion in a single paragraph (without 
mention of the extermination camps 
in which four million Jews were 
killed). The students are simply told 
that Hitler “broke the monopolistic 
power of the Jews” and punished 
many of them, “exiling a consider- 
able number.” And that is all. 
(Chicago Daily News, Jan. 26.) 


U. S. BUSINESS & THE NAZIS 


All this becomes even more im- 
pressive — and threatening — when 
the relationship of the U. S. busi- 
ness interests with Nazism is re- 
vealed. In recent feature stories in 
the Washington Post, some interest- 
ing evidence has turned up: Shortly 
after World War II certain high of- 
ficials in the U. S. Government, who 
had long been connected with lead- 
ing U. S. oil, steel, chemical corpor- 
ations and some Wall Street banks, 
began protecting and promoting the 
restoration of German __ business 
leaders who had worked hand in 
glove with Hitler. Certain Ameri- 
can financiers and_ industrialists, 
who helped finance Germany be- 
fore the war, rushed in to secure 
the cooperation of German busi- 
nessmen who had served the Nazis 
and who could help in the re-estab- 
lishment of U. S. business and in- 
dustrial ties with the old German 
cartels. These American business- 
men even began curbing the trials of 
Nazi war criminals. (Washington 
Post, Jan. 13.) 


In making these charges, Drew Pearson in 
particular cites the record of his own writings 
for March 2, 1946, six months after VJ Day, “A 
secret report was made to the War Depart- 
ment... revealing complete failure to clean 
out the high ranking Nazis . . . A large num- 
ber of American officials with long standing 
business connections, now serving U. S. occu- 
pation forces, have secured the help of so- 
called ‘German laborers’ who served as ‘secre- 
taries, stenographers and aids’ in various Ca- 
pacities. This is one of the latest dodges used 
by the American Army officials to get around 
employment of Nazis.’ According to Army 
rules, explains the writer, no former Nazi can 
be employed in any job more important than 
a laborer. The result is that many Nazis are 
used in important jobs but listed as “‘labor- 
ers.’’ These common laborers were then put in 
charge of important manufacturing plants by 
the U. S. occupational forces. In addition, U. S. 
officials, shortly after the war ended, urged 
the U. S. Courts to unfreeze the funds of the 
Nazi steel cartel. 


One of the top American officers 
in post-war Germany was Gen. Wm. 
Draper, later Under-Secretary of 
War and a partner in the Wall St. 
banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co., 
which loaned approximately one 
billion dollars to Hitler’s pre-war 
Germany. After VJ Day, Gen. 
Draper put Alex. Kreuter, an offi- 
cial in Hitler’s SS Elite Guard, on 
his personal staff. Kreuter and Drap- 
er had been partners in a real es- 
tate venture in Berlin before the 
war. (Wash. Post, Oct. 1, 1947; Mar. 
1, 1949.) It also charged that Drap- 
er, working directly under his old 
Wall St. associates, did all possible 
to free the I. G. Farbenindustries 
and other German cartels from 
the de-cartelization program insti- 
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tuted by U. S. occupation forces. (I. 
G. Farben operated one of the big- 
gest Jewish slave labor camps which 
was located near their mills, using 
the prisoners in the giant plants.) 


Two notorious Nazi bankers were 
promoted by the U. S. Army occu- 
pation officials. Dr. Herman J. 
Abs and August Schniewind were 
named chairman and president re- 
spectively of the new Deutsche 
Laender bank, organized under the 
British and U. S. occupation forces. 
According to a secret report sent 
to Washington by a representative 
of the State Dept. associated with 
the U. S. Army in Germany, it was 
fully known at the time that Dr. 
Abs had worked closely with Hitler 
and was instrumental in extending 
German industrial domination in all 
the areas the Nazis conquered. 


It became fashionable for the American busi- 
ness leaders who came to Germany immedi- 
ately after the war to hobnob with the former 
Nazis and to invite them to the S. where 
they were treated with lavish hospitality. 
Furthermore, such outstanding business leaders 
as the Vice Presidents of the giant Wall St. 
International Telephone & Telegraph Co. open- 
ly conferred with German financial and indus- 
trial leaders who had been Hitler’s closest 
collaborators. The American military occupa- 
tion forces, charges Wash. Post of January 16, 
gave the U. S. telephone executives freedom 
to travel throughout Germany and confer with 
Nazi businessmen just a few weeks after the 
war ended. 


INVESTIGATION SQUASHED 

These revelations, coming piece- 
meal atter World War II ended, 
stirred Congress to start an investi- 
gation. Sen. Harley Kilgore of West 
Virginia, chairman of the Senate 
Committee set up to investigate 
American collaboration with the 
Nazis, subsequently charged that 
there was much evidence that Amer- 
ican business leaders exerted pres- 
sure to stop the Nazi war trials and 
protect the German business lead- 
ers who had cooperated with Hitler. 

U. S. Army officials, charged Sen. 
Kilgore, were aware of these con- 
nections, for interviews with Ger- 
man prisoners uncovered an abun- 
dance of evidence that certain high 
placed Americans had closely col- 
laborated with the Nazis up till 
Pearl Harbor, and had sought re- 
sumption of their active and profit- 
able association with the Nazis as 
soon as the war was over. These 
findings not only inspired a Senate 
investigation but also led to inquir- 
ies by the Justice Dept. under Asst. 
Atty. Gen. John Rogge. But so 
much pressure was brought to bear 
that both the Senate and Rogge in- 
vestigations were squashed, reports 
the Wash. Post on Jan. 16; this story 
was barely mentioned elsewhere in 
the American press since it shatters 
the black and white picture of our 
relations with the Soviets which the 
American people are supposed to 
retain during the current strained 
negotiations. Apparently tyrants are 
okay with the Pentagon, with influ- 
ential Congressmen and _ industrial- 
ists, provided the tyrants don’t 
threaten our capitalism! 





Lipstick and the Law 


Keep in mind that the recent con- 
fusion over Federal food and drug 
laws (involving lipstick coloring, 
food preservative, insecticides, plant 
sprays on cranberries and the use of 
stilbestrol for chickens and a thou- 
sand other products) centers in the 
requirements of a new law which 
requires that manufacturers prove 
the safety of all chemicals used in 
products consumed by the public 
before they are permitted to market 
such products. Previously the Food 
and Drug Administration itself had 
to provide proof that a chemical 
was unsafe before it could require a 
company to remove the chemical 
from the production of food. The 
same highly financed lobbies, repre- 
senting food and chemical manufac- 
turers, which fought and delayed the 
passage of the new law for many 
years, are now using their influence 
to delay the enforcement of the law 
and to confuse the public over its 
meanings. 

While most manufacturers have 
conscientiously tested chemical ad- 
ditives, certain other irresponsible 
companies have heretofore added 
certain chemicals to foods which 
have caused illnesses and even 
deaths. In the meantime, the Feder- 
al Drug Administration, with its 
small staff of researchers, was able 
to test but a small number of the 
many chemicals introduced into con- 
sumer goods each year. And there 
can be no denial that the chemical 
and food manufacturers’ lobby used 
its influence to keep the FDA ap- 
propriations so low that little addi- 
tional research was possible. Be- 
cause of the tardiness of many of 
the chemical and cosmetic manu- 
facturers and food processors in 
assuming their responsibility, the 
FDA officials resorted to the “shock 
ireatment” in clamping down on 
lipsticks, chemical sprays,  etc., 
which contain chemicals that can 
do harm over long periods. The 
cranberry growers had ignored re- 
peated warnings about the careless 
use of sprays. When a lipstick man- 
ufacturer states that a woman 
would have to “eat a Car- load of 
lipsticks to get cancer,” he is dodg- 
ing the fact that the same poisoned 
chemicals could induce other ill- 
nesses in much smaller doses, re- 
port Government scientists. 

FDA scientists have discovered 
that stomach, intestinal and blood 
diseases have frequently been caused 
by poisons introduced through infi- 
nitessimal doses over the years by 
chemicals in various foods. Only as 
the FDA scientists could complete 
research that proved these chemi- 
cals to have harmful results could 
the Government compel a company 
to desist from their use. This back- 
ward and grossly unfair handling of 
the situation was finally reversed by 
the new law passed by Congress in

parents that the boy’s only intent 
was on gaining a sense of freedom 
of action now that he was 17 years 
of age, after having been well raised 
in a carefully disciplined home. The 
parents were advised to allow the 
son more privileges, provided the 
boy continued to attend services of 
worship regularly and partake of 
family responsibilities. 

e “He is not the right type of boy 
for my daughter. I want them to 
stop seeing each other.” The mother 
and daughter were weeping angry 
tears. The board heard the girl’s 
story, talked with the boy and got 
them to put off their marriage for a 
year. In the meantime, the mother 
came to know the young man and 
learned to accept him. 

Not all family problems have 
happy solutions. But an astonishing- 
ly high percentage are based on 
small differences that become mag- 
nified. Many can be solved or di- 
rected toward solution by common 
sense advice from persons of experi- 
ence, wisdom and understanding. 

Counseling service of this type is 
something that every church could 
and should provide. It can be an- 
nounced in small ads in the paper, 
“If your family is in trouble, needs 
advice or help, call this church num- 
ber on the phone .. .” 

For years, many concerned Prot- 
estant ministers have found their 
counseling services to be among the 
most vital functions of the church. 
If the minister has a board of wise 
and sympathetic churchmen and 
churchwomen, along with medical 
and psychiatric experts for consul- 
tation, the help provided will be 
multiplied manyfold.

FANATICISM, FUNDAMENTALISM AND TRUTH 

HE furore over the Air Force pamphlets, charging communism in 

Protestant churches, arises out of the fact that during World War II, 
when Russia was our fighting ally, scores of committees, “Friendship 
Societies” and organizations of various kinds were active in the aiding of 
suffering people in allied countries — especially the millions in Russia. 
The American Communist party had a hey-day of respectability and infil- 
trated many of these organizations, especially those concerned with aid to 
Russia. When the war ended, the Communist party made strenuous efforts 
to continue the groups associated with Soviet aid, for these “fronts” offered 
an excellent means of infiltration into labor unions, government agencies, 
schools and religious organizations. Similar groups were set up by the Reds 
after the war, ostensibly for honorable purposes of international friendship, 
racial justice, etc., but in reality for the same subversive ends. 

AMONG THE MANY WHO JOINED THESE GROUPS were 
distinguished liberals — writers, educators, scientists and clergymen. Their 
interest in art, literature, science, theology — subjects that are by their very 
nature international in scope — made them especially world-minded and 
warm towards causes of global friendship, racial brotherhood and under- 
standing. In the meantime, an odd liaison had formed between right-wing 
fanatics in this country and the extreme Protestant fundamentalists whose 
theological differences had separated them from the National Council of 
Churches (first organized as the Federal Council of Churches). The Council 
attempts to represent all shades of Protestant theology, while the extreme 
fundamentalists refuse to have spiritual fellowship with any who do not 
accept the dogmas of Biblical literalism. 

BOTH OF THESE EXTREME GROUPS have persistently tried 
to equate all liberalism with communism, all socialism with Marxism. They 
refuse to recognize the great difference between the one-party Communist 
dictatorship and the democratic socialism of Finland, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark and the socialism that brought the post-war economic reformation 
to England. 

IN THE BATILE WAGED by the right-wing fanatics and the 
fundamental dogmatists against all liberalism, the techniques developed by 
the late Sen. McCarthy — guilt by association -— have become the battle 
axe of the ultra-conservatives. The device is a simple one: Examine the list 
of names on the roster or letterheads of an organization that has either been 
taken over by the Communists or organized by them behind the deceptive 
facade of an honorable cause, and when a distinguished liberal’s name is 
found, use it as an evidence of “Communist guilt.” The fact that these 
names are pulled out of lists also containing many noted conservatives 
makes no difference — the end justifies the means. “We're stopping the 
influence of the Communists, exposing the innocent dupes of the Reds.” 


A study of the names associated with two of the most frequently cited ‘subversive 
organizations,” the Soviet-American Friendship Society and the Institute of Pacific Relations 
(data available in the reference room files of any metropolitan library) will provide ample 
material for research along this line. 


THE REAL IMPASSIONED PURPOSE is, of course, to discredit 
and destroy the influence of all who preach liberal economics, liberal pol- 
itics or liberal theology. That’s why the zaniest of hill-billy fundamentalist 
freaks can get financial support from wealthy extreme right-wingers and 
editorial mention in respected conservative publications — which should 
know better. Such organizations as the American Legion and the DAR have 
unfortunately perverted their national status by making common cause with 
these extreme elements. This Newsletter is critical of these tactics of the 
right-wing fanatic-fundamentalist — not because we are liberal, but be- 
cause the ultra-conservative tactics (like some of the un-American activ- 
ities of the Congressional Un-American Activities Committee) are so sim- 
ilar to the most basic philosophy of Marxism — that the end justifies the 
means. When justice and truth are made secondary to patriotism, economics 
or even religion, we are lowered to the same level as communism. 

MOST HONEST APPRAISALS of the number of religious work- 
ers, clergymen or seminarians who were actually drawn into the Communist 
movement is put at 100 to 150 — and this during the war and post-war 
period when the party was at its peak of popularity (with 100,000 members 
contrasted to about 8,000 today). With few exceptions, all of these church- 
connected party members have repented and withdrawn long ago. Any 
clergyman still in the party would be a rare bird. Neither the party nor his 
parish would trust him, for some publisher would always be at his door 
offering him a half million dollars for a now-I-tell-all book!
